Internships help Agawam High School students find a pathway to career success

M any young adults don’t 
get any hands-on ex¬ 
perience in their fu¬ 
ture career fields until college. 
Juniors and seniors at Agawam 
Tiigh School, however, are re¬ 
ceiving valuable, real-world ca¬ 
reer skills even before receiving 


their high school diplomas. 

The school’s career intern¬ 
ship program matches students 
with local businesses to help 
them become more knowledge¬ 
able about careers that appeal to 
students. They spend up to a full 
school year “working” in their 
career fields, gaining first-hand 
experience and learning skills 
needed for those careers. 


“They gain such valuable 
knowledge about a career field 
since they’re actually working 
in that career before even enter¬ 
ing college,” said Lisa Sheehan, 
a business teacher at AHS who 
serves as coordinator of the high 
school’s Career Center. “Their 
experiences help them to see 
how academic studies relate to 
careers.” 


The process leading to an in¬ 
ternship first requires students 
to take a career exploration 
class. It provides a foundation 
for a successful school-to-career 
transition after high school, said 
Sheehan. “One of the things stu¬ 
dents do is complete self-assess¬ 
ments to analyze their interests 
and skills.

Dog park shrinks to fit iower budget 

First phase, this spring, will now build less than half of planned 5-acre project

Groundbreaking for the new 
Agawam Dog Park located adja¬ 
cent to Shea Park will be delayed 
until at least the spring, a mem¬ 
ber of the Agawam Dog Owners 
Group says. 

Deborah Sanchez, president 


of ADOG, said bids for the dog 
park came in about $100,000 
over the project budget for the 
first two acres of the land desig¬ 
nated by the town for the park. 

“We had a budget of about 
$270,000,” said Sanchez. “Unfor¬ 
tunately, the bids came in way 
over that.” 

Parks and Recreation Direc¬ 


tor Christopher Sparks has gone 
back to work with the designer 
on the project, Peter Wells from 
the Berkshire Design Group, to 
modify the plans and pare down 
the project so it can stay within 
the budget. 

Sparks said last week he was 
planning to meet with Wells to 
finalize the revisions to the plan 


so the project can go back out to 
bid. 

“We are hopeful we can get 
this out to bid and do the ground¬ 
breaking this spring,” said Sparks. 
Sanchez says the town of Aga¬ 
wam has committed about five 
acres of land to the new dog 
park, but plans were only made

Feeding Hills Center fix slated for 2017

Regardless of what happens 
with Route 57, Feeding Hills Cen¬ 
ter will finally get a much-needed 
facelift. Mayor Richard Cohen said 
last week — in 2017. 

The crossroad of Westfield, 
Southwick and Springfield streets 
is currently served by routes 57 
and 187. A long-proposed exten¬ 
sion of the Route 57 expressway 
would bypass Feeding Hills Cen¬ 
ter, which backs up under the vol¬ 


ume of commuter traffic between 
Springfield and the Hilltowns. 

Cohen confirmed that an in¬ 
tersection redesign process is un¬ 
derway after the town received a 
$500,000 grant, and does not de¬ 
pend on expressway work. 

“This is an intersection that 
needs some work so it can handle 
the traffic and be safer,” said Co¬ 
hen. 

For many years, the intersec¬ 
tion has been gateway for motor¬ 
ists to go in four major directions. 
North Westfield Street leads to 


Westfield. Springfield Street takes 
motorists further into Agawam to 
such destinations as Town Hall, 
the high school and West Spring- 
field. Southwick Street leads to 
Southwick, and South Westfield 
Street leads to the expressway por¬ 
tion of Route 57, which connects 
to Interstate 91 and Springfield. 

All that traffic has started to 
deteriorate the intersection. There 
are also no left-turn signals avail¬ 
able to motorists coming from the 
east and west, making it very dif-

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Councilors discuss possible rule changes

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A workshop to review the Agawam City 
Council rules did not go on exactly as planned 
last Thursday night, though two city council¬ 
ors did make it to the meeting to discuss some 
protocol issues with the way city council 
meetings are run. 

Councilor James Cichetti is the chair of the 
Legislative Subcommittee and called for the 
meeting, which he made a council workshop 
so all councilors can participate. 

Cichetti was joined by Councilor George 
Bitzas. The other three councilors on the sub¬ 
committee had other commitments and were 
unable to attend the workshop. 

Cichetti said the rules review is something 
that needs to happen so language in the coun¬ 
cil rules is consistent and practices that are 
currently in place can be made official. 

He explained the council meetings are run 
by a tiered series of rules. The first is the tra¬ 
ditional Robert’s Rules of Order, which are a 
universal set of rules created to run meetings 
of all kinds. Those rules are superseded by the 


council’s rules. Both sets of rules are supersed¬ 
ed by the town charter. 

Cichetti says the town charter does not 
come in to play as often, but there are a few 
inconsistencies in Robert’s Rules and the 
council rules. 

Cichetti pointed out there is no council 
rule that disallows the council president from 
stepping away from the chair to make com¬ 
ments and opinions about an agenda item. 
However, Robert’s Rules dictates anytime the 
council president wants to speak on a topic, 
he must yield the gavel until the agenda item 
is voted or tabled. 

“We don’t have a problem with the council 
president speaking back and forth on an is¬ 
sue,” said Cichetti. “But we want it spelled out 
in our council rules so it is spelled out.” 

Cichetti and Bitzas both agreed there 
should be rules set on agenda items and the 
backup information that comes with them. 

“This is an issue with the whole council,” 
said Cichetti. “We want to make sure backup 
info is provided with all resolutions before it 
can get voted on.” 

Cichetti and Bitzas clashed a bit on the 


idea of term limits for council president and 
vice president. 

Cichetti suggested the council might want 
to entertain a term limit for how long a coun¬ 
cilor can be president. The council has had the 
same president for the past four years. 

“I just wanted to put the option out there,” 
said Cichetti. 

Bitzas said the council has the option of 
selecting its president each time it reorga¬ 
nizes — currently every two years, immedi¬ 
ately following the November election — and 
did not think a term limit was necessary. 
He did agree with Cichetti’s idea of having the 
reorganization every year instead of every two 
years. 

Cichetti also said it was time for the coun¬ 
cil to drop its three budget subcommittees. 

“We do not use them anymore and started 
holding workshops with the town depart¬ 
ments,” said Cichetti. 

Cichetti said he will be calling another 
meeting of the Legislative Subcommittee in 
the near future. He and Bitzas will be asking 
the rest of the committee their opinions on 
the council rule changes.

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New cell tower moves to final approval stage

The Planning Board has given condition¬ 
al approval to Verizon Wireless Communi¬ 
cations to place a wireless communications 
tower at 459 Mill St. 

The final step in a long, nearly six-month 
long process for Verizon Wireless will be to 
take the plan in front of the Board of Ap¬ 
peals. The public hearing date has not been 
set for the public hearing. 

Because of the length of the process so 
far, the board voted to approve a site plan 
contingent on Verizon Wireless architect 
Doug Roberts making minor changes to the 
plans presented based on comments made 
by the Department of Public Works, the En¬ 
gineering Department, and address some 
public safety concerns with the Agawam Fire 
Department. 

“I don’t want to hold this project up and 
am prepared to vote on this with conditions,” 
said Planning Board Chairman Mark Pale- 


ologopoulos. 

Planning Board member Nicholas Pan- 
dolfi moved to approve the site plan pro¬ 
vided it means all the conditions from the 
town departments. The vote was unanimous 
in favor, 4-0. 

There were no questions from residents 
at the public hearing held last Thursday 
night at the Agawam Public Library. 

Residents have been very quiet for most 
of the process, which has included a public 
hearing last September in front of the Plan¬ 
ning Board for a zone change, and then a 
public hearing with the Agawam City Coun¬ 
cil for zone change approval. 

Roberts told the Planning Board the 
tower will be 105 feet high, at least 20 to 30 
feet shorter than other towers in town. They 
presented photos graphs of what the tower 
would look like from the road. The tower will 
be several hundred feet from the road. It will 
be accessed through a private gravel way off 
Mill Street. 

Feedback from the DPW requested the 


site be properly marked with signage to keep 
the public out as well as marking off the vari¬ 
ous electrical hazards that would be located 
on the site. 

“We would not be accessing the tower of¬ 
ten after the construction,” said Fryman. “It 
will take about 10 to 12 weeks to construct 
and then a technician will do maintenance 
about once a month.” 

The request for a new cellular tower was 
made to help accommodate a huge coverage 
gap in the center of Agawam. 

To make their case for the zone change, 
Verizon Wireless Engineer Jay Latorre 
showed maps of current coverage provided 
by five area cell towers. The maps showed a 
gap in quality cell coverage throughout the 
central part of town. 

“The part of the map that shows a lack 
of quality coverage is the area that is not up 
to our standard of quality 4G LTE coverage,” 
said Latorre. “If we are approved for this tow¬ 
er, we would be able to significantly fill that 
coverage gap.” 


Latorre said more towers are being in¬ 
stalled in many areas to keep up with the 
increased demand of wireless communica¬ 
tions use. 

“People are using their cell phones, they 
are using wireless tablets that have data 
connections, and they are getting rid of their 
landlines,” said Latorre. “We have more tow¬ 
ers to keep up with that kind of usage.” 

The applicants were asked if there was a 
section of the tower that could be utilized by 
public safety officials if they are experiencing 
gaps in coverage. 

“We would work with any public safety 
official to put up antennas that would help 
with coverage gaps in town,” said Verizon 
Wireless’ Attorney Ellen Fryman. “They 
would be able to use our towers rent-free.” 

There were also be sections of the pro¬ 
posed tower that other communications 
companies can rent and co-locate their an¬ 
tennas.

for the first two acres because of budget con¬ 
straints. 

The land designated for the park is a 
wooded area between Shea Park, Robinson 
Park School and the Agawam Armory, not 
far from North Street. Access would be via 
Maynard Street and Armory Drive. 

ADOG was originally going to manage 
the project, but when the town of Agawam 
received a $245,000 grant from the Stanton 
Foundation, it took over the project. 

“We went into more of a support role with 
the park,” said Sanchez. “We have been to all 
the public meetings and contributed ideas.” 

ADOG also has donated about $10,000 
already toward the project budget. The fund¬ 
raising is ongoing, and with part of the proj¬ 
ect likely to be nixed, Sanchez says funds 
raised in the future will go to help with parts 
of the project removed. 

“We are hoping to be able to buy equip¬ 
ment over time that will be needed for the 
park,” said Sanchez. ‘ADOG is also hoping to 
help with funds to renovate the bathroom 
building nearby at Shea Park. It will be prob¬ 
ably get used by visitors to the dog park.” 

The current blueprints for the dog park 
include a fenced-in area that would be uti¬ 
lized for small dogs. A larger area would be 
designated for large dog play. The two acres 
may be reduced with the budget constraints, 
and dog play equipment could also be re¬ 
duced. 

Sanchez said the three most expensive 
line items projected are the grass area in the 


park, proper fencing, and playground equip¬ 
ment for the animals. 

“Chris Sparks and the architect will be 
working to get those items within the budget 
we have,” said Sanchez. 

Among those items, proper fencing is 
considered the highest priority among the 
dog owners. 

“We need to make sure that we have se¬ 
cure fencing that is high enough so dogs are 
not jumping over them,” said Sanchez. “Our 
priority is to protect the dogs and their own¬ 
ers at the new park.” 

ADOG will continue its fundraising ef¬ 
forts with a Comedy Show scheduled for 
Saturday, Feb. 7, at Oak Ridge Golf Course in 
Feeding Hills.

Deval Patrick, and the bid for the study 
and design was given to Milone and MacB- 
room, the same Arm that completed the de¬ 
signs for the athletic facility project at Aga¬ 
wam High School. 

“They gave us four different designs,” said 
Cohen. “They are currently working with our 
DPW (Department of Public Works) and our 
engineering department to come up with a 
Anal design.” 

Cohen says the current state transporta¬ 
tion improvement plan lists Feeding Hills 
Center as a state-funded project in fiscal 
year 2017. He is hopeful the project will 
move forward. 

“This is something that really needs to 
get done,” said Cohen. “We need more turn 
lanes and updated traffic signals. The road 
also needs to be resurfaced.” 

South Westfield Street, leading from the 
end of the highway to the intersection, has 
also been deteriorating with truck traffic. 
Cohen says that shows a need to extend the 


expressway. 

“Without Route 57 being complete, that 
is the only way to get to Southwick from 
Springfield,” said Cohen. 

The town is also working with MassDOT 
and the Pioneer Valley Planning Commis¬ 
sion to move the project forward. 

“We’re hopeful the project will begin in 
[ fiscal year] 2017,” said Cohen. “The intersec¬ 
tion as it is currently laid out is not built for 
the amount of traffic it gets.” 

The project will be done in three phases, 
Cohen says, and the major landmarks of the 
project will be some widening of street at the 
intersection, as well established turn lanes 
and left turn signals in all directions. The 
idea is to make the intersection run more ef¬ 
ficiently. 

Granger School also has an entrance 
and exit on Springfield Street just past the 
intersection. Cohen says some safety im¬ 
provements are also planned for the area to 
make it safer for the children who walk to 
the school as well as the parents and buses 
entering and exiting the parking lot.

Clarification needed 
on housing article 

I am writing to clarify some points in 
the article “Housing Panel Still Waiting for 
Members” in the Agawam Advertiser News 
of Jan. 15,2015. 

First, most importantly, the headline is 
no longer accurate. After I spoke with the 
reporter. Councilor Cichetti called to let me 
know he was the appointee, but I did not 
receive the message until Sunday, so could 
not convey the information before the ar¬ 
ticle was published. 

The Agawam Housing Committee is a 
town committee such as the Community 
Preservation Act Committee, the Beauti¬ 
fication Committee, the Energy Commis¬ 
sion, etc. It was created to consider housing 
needs in Agawam with particular attention 
to housing opportunities that are affordable 
to households of all income levels and abili¬ 
ties, and to make recommendations to the 
mayor and city council on steps the town 
can take to create new housing options and 
maintain existing affordable housing. The 
greatest advantage of the Agawam Housing 
Committee is that it will help Agawam to 


control our own housing destiny. 

A housing study will assess all housing 
in town, not just affordable housing, to de¬ 
termine what exists and what is needed. A 
housing plan will be developed with exten¬ 
sive public input when the study has been 
completed. 

Chapter 40B of the Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Laws, the state’s affordable housing law, 
applies to all cities and towns in the com¬ 
monwealth, and is mandated, not accepted. 
Agawam has benefited from the law in the 
creation of housing for veterans by Soldier 
On, which is in progress. 

Affordable or community housing, also 
known as workforce housing, is defined as 
long-term affordability for people earning 
up to 80 percent of the area median income 
and is meant for moderate- or middle-in¬ 
come as well as low-income families and 
individuals. The FY2014 Income Limits for 
Agawam were $44,750 for an individual, 
$51,150 for a family of two, $63,900 for a 
family of four, increasing incrementally up 
to $84,350 for a family of eight. Income Lim¬ 
its for FY2015 are due out in February. 

The Agawam Housing Authority provides 
housing for both low- and moderate-income 
families and individuals.

Agawam’s 1940 cheerleaders 


I n the fall of 2013, Cindy (Morrissette) 
Goodyear ’82 gave me a little prom book¬ 
let that once belonged to Rose (Velata) 
Paro ’44. The Jan. 30, 2014, col¬ 
umn told the story about Rosie 
and Ernest dancing that night in 
1943 and about their life together. 

When Cindy gave me the prom 
booklet, she said there were a few 
other things I might want but she 
wasn’t sure where they were, so 
she wrote down my name and 
phone number. Most of the time 
in these situations you never get 
a phone call, but last week Cindy 
called and said she had a few 
things for me. How special that is to remem¬ 
ber a near-stranger a year and a half later. 

Back home I opened Cindy’s envelope to 
And Rosie’s high school diploma, a 1944 Sa¬ 
chem and a picture cut out from an October 
1940 Springfleld newspaper. Pictured were 
six Agawam Brownies, called “cheer leaders” 
by the paper, using two words. They were 
named left to right and the picture was proof 
that AHS once had boys as cheerleaders. 
Surely this would be a great story 75 years 
later. What a loss it would have been if Cindy 
had thrown the picture in the trash. 

The first step to write the story would be 
to meet with Eddie Neilson ’41. Back in Oc¬ 
tober of 1940, Eddie would have been at the 
football held, either in the game or warming 
up, since he was the 1940 quarterback. Eddie 


loved the picture and quickly explained that 
Wally Gulliver married the cheerleader next 
to him in the picture and he was Wally’s best 
man. Wally and Eddie both grew 
up together and in October of 
1940 were living with the Cordes 
family at the home, which is now 
85 Monroe St. Both boys were fos¬ 
ter children of the Cordes. Most 
people would look for sympathy 
because they were not raised by 
their parents, but not Eddie. He 
feels blessed that he was able to 
grow up in Agawam and to have 
played football for Harm Smith. I 
feel blessed that I was able to meet 
Eddie and to hear the stories he has told me, 
stories that will live on for many years. 

Wally Gulliver’s parents died when he 
was very young. At AHS, Wally was loved 
by his classmates who voted him “Best All 
Around Boy” and “Class Choice for Brother.” 
(Surely he got Eddie’s votes.) After AHS he 
joined the Navy, working on ships transport¬ 
ing food to England. One ship he was on was 
sunk, but Wally survived. After the war, Wal¬ 
ly married Lorraine Ardizoni, a cheerleader 
who was second in the voting for “Cutest 
Girl” in the 1942 Sachem. Eddie convinced 
Wally to join him at the Armour Company in 
Springfleld. That job led to a career for Wally 
and he worked for Armour until he was 62. 
Wally and “Honey” Ardizoni had three chil-

SPRINGFIELD - Starting Jan. 27, Spring- 
field Technical Community College will offer 
a free income tax filing assistance program for 
low-to-moderate income taxpayers through 
the Volunteer Income Tax Assistance pro¬ 
gram in partnership with Single Stop, USA. 
Single Stop is a national organization that 
works with community colleges to help con¬ 
nect students to state and federal financial 
resources and local community services. The 
aim is to help students overcome economic 
barriers, continue with their education and 
move toward economic mobility. 

The VITA program will assist STCC stu¬ 
dents and surrounding community residents 
with preparing and filing their tax returns. 
Volunteers from the community, including 
STCC students, are IRS-trained and certified 
to help filers prepare and submit their re¬ 
turns electronically. Volunteers are members 
of the Massachusetts Tax Assistance Coali¬ 
tion and can also prepare taxes for Connecti¬ 
cut and other surrounding states. 

“Through VITA, filers will get their refund 
just as fast as they would if they went to a 
commercial tax preparation companyr said 
Richart Keller, STCC’s VITA site coordinator. 


“It can often cost as much as $200 to $300 to 
have an outside company prepare a family’s 
taxes, but our program is free, so there’s sig¬ 
nificant savings.” 

This is the second year STCC will offer 
the VITA program. 

“One of the advantages of students having 
their taxes filed here is that we can screen 
them for additional financial resources and 
benefits through our Single Stop program,” 
said Roosevelt Charles, STCC director of 
access and student success. “They can also 
make appointments for assistance with their 
Free Application for Federal Student Aid 
forms.”

helps them select a career pathway^ 

Emphasis is also placed on important job- 
search activities, such as writing resumes, 
interviewing skills, composing career-relat¬ 
ed letters, and compiling career portfolios to 
use in securing employment. Students may 
also participate in a job-shadow program 
that involves a day with a professional in a 
career that interests a student. 

Matching students to careers 

After completing the course, 

Sheehan reaches out to the 
community to place students in 
specific career fields with local 
businesses, organizations, and 
government agencies that are 
willing to participate in the in¬ 
ternship program. 

There are currently 12 stu¬ 
dents in the internship program 
in career areas that include edu¬ 
cation, chiropractic services, 
radio communication and law 
enforcement. Sheehan said it 
sometimes can be a challenge 
to place a student, depending 
on the career. 

“That’s why I want to in¬ 
crease awareness among local 
companies. It’s such a great op¬ 
portunity for students and companies,” she 
explained. “Our students could be a compa¬ 
ny’s future employees. Gaining knowledge 
and experience with an internship is a win- 
win for students and companies.” 

The medical and health field, and law 
enforcement, are two areas that are particu¬ 
larly difficult because of privacy and liability 
issues, according to Sheehan. 

“Even students at the college level aren’t 
allowed to do ride-alongs with police,” she 
said. “One-day job shadows work because 
they can sit with an officer at the station, 
but beyond that they won’t allow it. I’ve tried 
placing students outside of Agawam, also, 
but those departments are only interested in 
college-level internships.” 

Real work, real responsibilities 

Students in internships work with men¬ 
tors who understand particular career fields. 
They help students become involved in daily 
activities so that by the end of the second 
week of the internships, students usually are 
responsible for actual projects. 

“Mentors thoroughly enjoy assisting stu¬ 


dents in learning about a career that they 
themselves enjoy so much,” said Sheehan. 

Students can leave the high school in the 
early afternoon, either one or two periods 
before the end of school, to work at their in¬ 
ternships. 

“They have to go five times a week if 
they’re leaving school, but generally students 
work out the hours with their 
mentors,” said Sheehan. 

Internships usually last a 
half year, but may be extend¬ 
ed for a full year. Students 
must complete a total of 40 
hours in their internships 
to receive a class credit, but 
can go beyond that. “Some 
students even stay until after 
they have graduated because 
the internship it so reward¬ 
ing,” said Sheehan. 

Planning a career in law 
enforcement, senior Amanda 
Smith works as intern with 
Agawam DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) of¬ 
ficer. She called internships 
“extremely beneficial” to stu¬ 
dents: “They offer us great 
insight into careers we may 
want to pursue in college.” 

Smith said many students go to college 
undecided or end up changing their major 
halhvay because they’re unsure about their 
careers. 

“If more students had the opportunity in 
high school to figure out what careers are 
best for them — and could actually work in 
that career as an intern — it would save lots 
of money and time in college,” she said. 

Juniors Kayla Crean and Taylor Budreau 
want careers in the music industry. They 
were recently interns at a local radio station. 
Crean said the experience provided lots of 
knowledge about their career field. 

“Internships are a perfect opportunity 
to get your foot in the door for your specific 
career field,” Crean said. “The internship pro¬ 
gram is beyond amazing,” added Budreau, 
who praised Sheehan and her program for 
helping them create resumes and finding the 
radio station internship.

Emily Murphy’s dream is to teach in an 
elementary school, and she receiving some 
practical, hands-on experience in that pro¬ 
fession as an intern in an 
Agawam elementary school 
classroom.

The internship has exceeded Murphy’s 
expectations, giving her experience and a 
perspective that will be valuable when she 
enters college. She said she 
has made “great connec¬ 
tions” with the teachers 
and students at Granger. 

“Mrs. DiClementi and 
Mrs. Prout have given 
me great advice and have 
shown me almost every¬ 
thing I need to know. They 
have taken me under their 
wing and supported me 
throughout my intern¬ 
ship,” said Murphy. 

Murphy — who ex¬ 
tended her unpaid intern¬ 
ship through the end of 
the school year — usu¬ 
ally spends about two 
hours every school day 
at Granger. She’s also had 
the opportunity to go to 
the school for a full day. 
“The best part about 
my internship is seeing the kids every day. I 
extended the internship for the whole year 
because I want to continue to learn every¬ 
thing I can,” Murphy added.

Smith has assisted in a variety of tasks re¬ 
lated to the DARE (Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education) program, such as organizing ma¬ 
terials, compiling handouts, and preparing 
bulletin boards for elementary school stu¬ 
dents. She’s also taught classes at the middle 
school and junior high school, explaining her 
internship and her career plans. 

Going directly into DARE classrooms. 
Smith gained more knowledge about the 
program and other law enforcement duties. 
In addition to her DARE work, she spent a 
day with a Massachusetts state trooper who 
specializes in accident reconstruction. 

“I was surprised to learn how much in¬ 
formation is recorded in a car crash — ev¬ 
erything from impact points in a collision to 
the reaction damage on a car 
must be recorded with ex¬ 
treme detail,” said Smith. 

Langevin and some Aga¬ 
wam detectives also gave 
Smith some college and ca¬ 
reer advice. 

“I know TV shows about 
law enforcement aren’t real 

— they’re dramatized ver¬ 
sions of what actually hap¬ 
pens,” she said. “What I’ve 
experienced is a realistic 
view of law enforcement that 
has been very helpful to my 
career decision.” 

The internship is exactly 
what Smith was looking for 

— so much so that she ex¬ 
tended it for the remainder of 
the school year: “I love help¬ 
ing Officer Langevin teach 
DARE classes. I’ve learned so 

much from her about law enforcement.” 

The internship is only about an hour 
each day, but Smith said she has engaged in 
some “really amazing tasks” that will likely 
be part of her future career. Smith can’t yet 
work in law enforcement, so her internship 
is the next best thing. “It’s a great opportu¬ 
nity for me. The internship has validated my 
decision to make law enforcement my ca¬ 
reer — no matter how tough or demanding 
it may be.” 


Amanda Smith has spent the past sev¬ 
eral months getting an up close and realistic 
glimpse into law enforcement, a career the 
AHS senior plans to pursue after college. 

“Law enforcement is a very tough career, 
physically and mentally. 

Working day after day 
alongside Agawam DARE 
Officer Karen Langevin 
and her colleagues, I know 
this is the right career for 
me,” said Smith. 

Personal intelligence 
tests she took as part of 
the career exploration 
class before beginning 
her internship helped pin¬ 
point careers she would 
be good at or enjoy. Smith 
researched those careers, 
choosing law enforce¬ 
ment. 

“I’ve always wanted to 
help people in any way, 
shape, or form that I can, 
so law enforcement is per¬ 
fect for me,” said Smith, 
who also wants to pursue investigative po¬ 
lice work because of a passion for solving 
puzzles and mysteries. 

Smith now has a better grasp of law en¬ 
forcement and its different career opportu¬ 
nities. 

“There are so many possibilities - from 
the work Officer Langevin does to being a 
street patrol officer or an investigator. Expo¬ 
sure to the different careers has given me a 
better idea of what I could do.”

Taylor Budreau and Kayla Crean enjoy lis¬ 
tening to music on the radio, but as interns 
at a local radio station, they learned that 
there can more to a radio station than just 
music. 

Juniors who are planning careers in mu¬ 
sic, they received some real-world radio ex¬ 
perience at WMAS-FM 94.7, a Springfield 
station that broadcasts from the Basketball 
Hall of Fame. The two friends wrote, edited 
and recorded commercials, went on sales 
calls with the sales team, and interacted 
with buyers of commercial airtime. 

“It was exciting to work with different 
people in a real company outside of school. 
It really opened our eyes,” said Budreau. 

They worked with all aspects of radio 
— even creating a commercial from start to 
finish after researching companies the sales 
team gave them. The sales team guided them 
in writing a proper commercial, known in 
the industry as a “spot,” and the production 
team guided them in the studio to edit it. 

“You don’t realize what’s going on behind 
the scenes while listening to the radio in 
your car,” said Crean. “While people are on 
the air, others are producing commercials 
or selling commercial spots to companies. 
Many people work behind the scenes so ev¬ 
erything airs perfectly for listeners.” 

Budreau and Crean also put together 
a project at the radio station for Coats for 
Kids. They presented their project to AHS 
Principal Steve Lemanski, who allowed them 
to promote it at school. They used the radio 
station to further publicize the campaign.

“It ended up being very successful,” said 
Crean. 

“We collected a ton of coats,” added Bu¬ 
dreau. 

They worked six hours a week during 
their half-year, unpaid internship. 

“It was perfect — just enough time to 
learn about each department at the station, 
get enough knowledge, and remember what 
we learned,” said Budreau. 

Crean said she gained valuable informa¬ 
tion about the music industry: “The intern¬ 
ship helped me to definitely decide I want 
a career in music — not necessarily in the 
radio industry, but perhaps music business/ 
management.” 

She added that the guidance of Lisa 
Sheehan, who coordinates the internship 
program, and the school’s career exploration 
class helped to prepare them for working at 
the station. 

“Ms. Sheehan also arranged for a job 
shadow day at the radio station prior to our 
internship,” Crean said. “We met people at 
the station and learned about their jobs. It 
helped us to understand what we would be 
doing and what it would be like.” 

Budreau said every aspect of the radio 
station work was her favorite: “The intern¬ 
ship was much more than we expected. It 
really was an unforgettable experience.”
